PEACE PARTY ACTIVE 


Emperor Urged to Open "Negotiations 


With Japan—Wftle at Head of 


'the Movement. 


St Petersburg, March 23.—The for- 


midable pSrty within the government 
which Is? urging-the emperor to indi- 
cate to Ja'pan Russia's willingness to 
end'the irsir fTa reasonable5 basis can 
be reacnedr lia}? been' greatly encour- 
aged the last" few" days," and" an actual 
pacific proposal may be just ahead: 
The subject has occupied" much, of fhd~ 
attention of the conferences at'Tsars- 
Kbe Selo. Certain grand dukes, sup- 
ported by General Sakharbff* the" min- 
ister of war; Admiral Avellan, the 
fiead* of thtf admiralty antt" what is 
taown a*T the war party: are still bit- 
terly opposed to the idea of peace un- 
der present circumstances, bur with 
tST exception or the ministers of war 
and marine, the emperor's ministers, 
backed 1# M. Witfe, solidly favor this 
course, and the convincing arguments 
they- offer are- telling. French-influ-^ 
ences ifi the same direction are novr 
being supported by German opinion. 
The rumor that Emperor "William ha'd" 
tendered1 tils good offices now seems to 
be confirmed. However, if Emperor 
Nicholas decides to approach Japan, it 
will be through France. 


Abandonment'of compulsory use of 


Russian and Imparting Instruction in 
Polish In the schools of Poland, one of 
tie main "features of the government's 
Polish policy of tbe last 30 years, was 
recommended at a special meeting of 
the committee of ministers, a large 
majority h'eacfed by President Witte 
'favoring a discontinuance of the at- 
tempt to Russify Poland by this meth- 
od, and" asking" the minister of educa- 
tion, M. Glasoff, to submit a plan 
whereby Instruction m?7 be conducted 
fn Polish, and the ra'jve language be 
made one of the principal subjects of 
study, instead of as at present requir- 
ing Polish, if taught at aH, lo be stud- 
led from Russian textbooks. It was 
pointed oat that this measure accentu- 
ated instead oTheattng the breach be- 
tween the two nationalities.

-yuan. The Impression here Is that the 
"Japanese eastern army is marching on 
Klrln, while the western army is con- 
tinuing north between the Mongolian 
borderland the" railroad, with the main 
line.from Harbin its objective; but a 
period of inactivity is the likeliest out- 
come after the great exertions of the 
Japanese on the Shakhe/ at Mukden 
and at Tie pa.ss. Rumors of a probabil- 
ity that Grand TJuKe Nicholas Nicholae- 
-vitch will assume command of the 
armies, lately current at Mukden, have 
been revived here the past two days 
and are continuing in spite of the nom- 
ination-of'General Ltneviteh. 


Terrib|e Fighting at Mukden. 


Tokyo, March 23. — An ofllcer who 


has returned from Moji describes the 
terrible fighting ^which occurred at the 
various gates before the capture of 
Mukden. He sttys that never in the 
history of warfare were such formid- 
able field defenses faced by infantry 
^attacks as the" works protecting Muk- 
"deri. The ground became covered with 
Hillocks of* corpses. Three separate 
force's"atta'ck'eiil the western, southern 
and eastern gates. The struggle was 
not decided for many hours. Line after 
Ime of Japanese infantry went down. 
-Finally at 11 o'clock at night the Rus- 
sians broke ana fled in the direction of 
the northern gate.' They suffered enor- 
mous losses outside, however, being 
caught on all sides like rats in a trap. 
Altogether 26,000 prisoners were cap- 
tured at the southern and 5,000 at the 
western gate. 


Wholesale Arrests. 


St. Petersburg, March 23 — In con- 


nection with" the peasant revolt there 
have been 500 arrests in the Dvinsk 
district, where, besides sacking and 
burning property and compelling the 
owners to seek refuge in the towns, the 
rioters are killing cattle and felling 
trees. In the Kieff district it is report- 
ed that forged documents have reached 
the local authorities ordering the sale 
•of state lands to peasants at absurdly 
low prices. These documents are be- 
lieved; to have been circulated by rev- 
olutionists in order to promote a revolt 
of peasants. 


Demand Reforms. 


Moscow, March 23.—At a conference 


summoned by the Moscow nobility 
meeting here, the representative of the 
Bcssarabian nobility will present res- 
olutions adopted by that association 
urging that the conference declare it- 
self, first, for speedy termination of 
the war; seconcl, for the right of th,e 
nobility, z'emstfbs -arfd other local or- 
ganizations to a voice in measures for 
local safetjkjaid. for the-.qj^tjglkot the. 
peasant and other Disorders; third, for 
no Interference with the working of 
Interior Minister Bouligan's commis- 
sion in the interest of perfect freedom 
of opinion; fourth, for representation 
by nine members on the commission, 
three each representing the nobility, 
the zemstvos anfiTtBe cities. The Bes- 
sarabians also demand a speedy sum- 
moning of the commission. 


To Prevent Discrimination: 


Lansing, Mich., March 23. — Repre- 


sentative W. B. Bosley of Calhoun 
county introduced" In the lower house 
of the state legislature a bill prohibit- 
ing differences in the price of oil other 
than those directly traceable tb freight 
charges." The bill is aimed to prevent 
discrimination between localities. It 
has been- alleged that one county ifl 
Michigan recently had to submit to an 
arbitrary increase in the price of oil 
coincident witirtKe winning ofa'law- 
suit against the Standard Oil company 
by residents, of that county.

Castro Yields to France in 


Cable Company Case 


IS POSTPONED INDEFINITELY 


Arrangement Effected Between Ger- 


man and English Bondholders 


and Venezuela. 


Washington, March 20.—The action 


'of tne Venezuelan court in postponing 
without date the suit against the 
French cable company is regarded 
by state department officials here as 
Being equivalent to a practical aban- 
donment of the" attempt to secure by- 
decree a forfeiture of the company's 
concession. Therefore, it appears that 
the action of the French minister to 
Caracas, as reported by Minister Bow- 
en to" Washington last Monday, in de- 
manding a discontinuance of the pro- 
ceedings against the company has 
been effectual, so there will, in all 
probability, be no occasion for a resort 
by the French government to other 
measures to protect the company's in- 
terests. While the effect of this is to 
diminish at once the strain upon the 
relations between France and Vene- 
zuela, it is pointed out here that by 
reason of the exclusion of the French 
claims from the Velutina arrangement, 
to be' concluded between the British 
and German bondholders on the one 
side and Venezuela on the other, the 
French government probably will still 
retain a lively interest in that project- 
ed settlement. Notwithstanding the 
statement from London that the coun- 
cil of foreign bondholders Contends 
that this settlement is entirely in ac- 
cord with the Washington protocol of 
1903, the officials here fall to find in 
that protocol any warrant for this 
agreement, which they regard as likely 
to seriously affect the claims of all 
other nations than Great Britain and 
Germany, against Venezuela, and some 
6frlhe foreign representatives" here 
have cabled that view of the matter to 
their own governments. 


The state department has not heard 


anything from Minister Bowen to in- 
dicate th'at the Venezuelan government 
-has 
made answer to his last proposi- 


tion to arbitrate the American claims, 
and it is supposed that the answer 
\hen it does come will be to the ef- 
fect that the Venezuelan government 
insists on awaiting the final action of 
its- courts upon the pending asphalt 
case. It will then remain for the 
state department to determine how 
long It is prepared to await this judi- 
cial action.

Creek, June 3, 1901, with whose wife 
Byers was infatuated. Dardaia killed 
Thomas Sinclair September 26, 190::, 
at Imperial, during a drunken tight. 
He pleaded guilty, claiming that he 
was acting m self defense.

News from the island, whether offi- 


cial or 
unofficial, points to a crisis 


which can be averted only by the Unit- 
ed States assuming a 
protectorate 


which will be even 
more extensive 


than the one that was contemplated 
by the previous agreement. Already 
President Morales, while claiming abil- 
ity to put down any revolution which 
may arise, through disappointment oc- 
casioned among the people by failure 
of Washington to ratify the proposed 
treaty, admits he is unable to pay, un- 
der the present conditions, the princi- 
pal or even the overdue installments 
upon the foreign debt. Officials of the 
government believe thft only possible 
solution of the 
difficulties 
is for the 


United States to assume a temporary 
protectorate 
over the 
republic, to 


straighten out the affairs, internal and 
foreign, and arrange a scheme by 
which the debts may be 
eventually 


paid through growing prosperity and 
assurance of stability. 


San Domingo, March 23.—The fail- 


ure of the American senate to take 
action on the Dominican treaty pro- 
duced an acute situation here. An up- 
rising of Dominicans is imminent, 
based on the cry that Morales has been 
discredited in the "United States. 


P^esiflejatJVlorales states that Jie_is_ 


prepared to put down any revolution, 
but that a more serious matter in his 
mind is foreign complications growing 
out of Belgium's demand, presented on 
March 21. Belgium wants the customs 
receipts of a port of Santo Domingo to 
the extent of $25,883 a month, accord- 
ing to a former agreement, on which 
no payment has been made for three 
years. This first demand is construed 
as a direct result of the failure, of the 
treaty between the United States and 
Santo Domingo. President Morales an- 
ticipates similar demands by other for- 
eign powers, which he will be helpless 
to resist. He says he wants to pay all 
the republic's debts, but sees the ruin 
of the country with every port in the 
hands of a different foreign power and 
no revenue for Domingan government. 
The president added: "It is entire- 
ly possible that the United States may 
have to send an ultimatum here on ac- 
count of the Dominican government 
being unable, though not unwilling, to 
meet its obligations. It is utterly im- 
possible for the government to pay the 
sums due foreign nations unless the 
United States can procure from for- 
eign powers a postponement of their 
demands. Otherwise these demands 
will be pressed 
I have no physical or 


moral force to resist them 
With the 


custom houses in the charge of the 
United States the revenues will devel- 
op speedily and all demands will be 
paid, with the result that the country 
will be educated to peace and perma- 
nent prosperity." 


President Morales has about 1,200 


men under arms ready to crush the 
first internal uprising, but should the 
customs houses be seized he speedily 
would be without funds with which to 
pay his army, which would immediate- 
ly desert. With the sei/ure of the ports 
by foreign powers, it is argued here 
that the Monroe doctrine will be nulli- 
fied as regards this republic. With 
the United States in possession of two 
ports it would not be logical, it is 
anrued. to oppos» the seizure of oth«r 
ports by foreign powers

SIX MEN HILLED 


Explosion Occurs in an Indiana Coal 


Mine—Bodies Found After the 


Disaster.

Princeton, Ind, March 23.—An ex- 


plosion occurred in the mine of the 
Princeton Coal and Mining company, 
six men being killed and four injured. 
Of the killed, all but one were dead 
when found in the mine. Their bodies 
•were rescued two hours after the ex- 
pioRion. the delay being caused by the 
inability of the rescuers to combat the 
afterdamp. The five injured, including 
George Dill, who later died, were 
brought to the surface 30 minutes after 
the explosion Thr>y wore found heaped 
together in an unconscious state. The 
cause of the disaster is not known, 
save that it resulT^d from a powder ex- 
plosion. Thf miners were making 
their blasts previous to leaving the 
mine, an'3 ih« pr°ater part of the 
miners had a«-r*»n'Jed

tive meeting of the younger members 
of the Franklin county bar, embracing 
over 125 active Democratic lawyers,

the theme of inquiry and discussion 
was "Why are we Democrats?" 


The summing up of the interchange 


of opinion was: "Because we hold 
with Thomas Jefferson, these truths to 
be self-evident: 


"1. That all men are created equal. 
"2. They are endowed by their Cre- 


ator with certain unalienable right3. 


"3. Among these are 
life, liberty 


and the pursuit of happiness. 


"4. That to secure these rights gov- 


ernments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just 
powers from the 


consent of the governed." 


These are the four >cardinal poin's 


and principles 
of Democracy. The 


four great corner stones of the temple 
of 
representative 
self-government. 


They -embrace all of Democracy for all 
time and for all people. 


Whoever believes in them believes 


in Democracy. "Whether he practices 
what he believes depends upon him- 
selL The fourth proposition embraces 
all of honest politics. 


It means that the primary rights and 


the claim, to the blessings may only 
be preserved by the honest administra- 
tion of the "just government" recog- 
nized in the rescript of our liberties 
and the Constitution. 


It means that all official duties ana 


oljjigatlons must be honestly dis- 
charged; that the government must 
be economically administered, 
free 


from wasteful or dishonest extrava- 
gance, on the one hand, or niggardly 
penuriousness on tihe other; that while 
the official laborer is worthy his hire, 
he shall perform > services to meet the 
public requirements. 


It means that here in Ohio where 


the dominant iparty is hopelessly In 
the grasp of a boss and his sinister 
satellites, and t>he laws are honey- 
combed with "sleepers," injected for 
the purpose of furnishing the boss' fav- 
orites with graft, there must be a turn- 
ing-out of the official incompetency and 
delinquency, and "a return to the plain 
and -straightforward methods in gov- 
ernment that business men pursue in 
honestly and successfully 
conducting 


their business affairs. 


.But it does not mean that politics 


shall 
be conducted along business 


lines for the mere purpose of making 
money for the manipulators. 


Amd finally, the four great cardinal 


principles as above are a clear and 
sufficient guide to every voter In pass- 
ing upon any issue that can possibly 
arise, for after all the all in all of pol 
itics consists in securing to the people 
a just government, honestly adminis- 
tered. 


That scores of the bright and young- 


er lawyers of a city and county in the 
heart of Ohio should come 
together 


and agree upon a- matter so important 
adn far reaching is indeed a most hope- 
ful sign—its significance may date an 
epoch in our political history. 


It is of course, recognized 
by all 


thoughtful 
men 
of all parties, {hat 


there can be but one issue in Ohio, in 
this off year. The issue of turning out 
the unworthy party leaders who for 10 
years of unrestrained 
power in the 


state offices and legislature, and most 
largely in the local offices, have been

Mr. Morgan's Invention. 


The mechanics at the B. & O. shops 


are watching closely tor the results 01 
a new machine which has recently 
been invented by Foreman Morgan or 
the blacksmith shop. The machine is 
used for welding boiler flues and is a 


reat labor saver. Mr. Morgan has 


been modest in talking of his inven- 
tion, preferring to wait and let the ma- 
chine speak for itself. 


For'years the problem of welding 


boiler flues has been one which caused 
railroad shopmen no little annoyance. 
When flues are taken from a locomo- 
tive boiler, the ends are mutilated in 
such a manner that it 'is necessary to 
cut off five or six inches of the end. 
The entire flue is useless unless the 
:ube 
can 
be restored to its. former 


ength. 
This is done by welding 
a 


small length of tubing to the longer 
)iece. By the old process, the pres- 
ent force in the blacksmith shop; could 
weld but 180 flues in a day ot twelve 
hours. 
With the assistance 'of Fore- 


man Morgan's new invention, the same 
number of men can weld 400. flues in 
the same length of time. The machine 
ias been in operation now for four 
weeks, and so far has been very sue-, 
cessfui. Should this success continue 
he invention will prove, of interest -to 
railroad men all over the country. No 
doubt the B. & O. will install machines 
made after Mr. Morgan's plans- in all 
the shops on the system. 


Mr. Morgan is a man of wide exper-

minister of Fine Arts. 


Gambetta sent two bullets throusl 


his brain when he discovered the per 
fidy of an actress on whom he had 
lavished his affections and wealth. 


Proust was the avowed lover 
o 


Rosita 
Mauri, 
the 
terpsichorean 


celebrity, who was at one time th 
premiere danseuse of the Paris Opera 


Rosita is getting rather matronly ii 


appearance, but still 
she is consid 


ered a beauty and an artist of rare 
talent. 
There were many rumors o 


estrangement between the couple o 
late. 
M. Proust bcamc a victim o 


melancholia. 


The climas came Monday nish 


when Mile. Mauri dined at 
the 'ex 


Minister's apartment. 
There was 


violent quarrel and then the danseuse 
left in high dudgeon, vowing never to 
return. 


Tuesday M. Proust, as did Gambetta 


shot himself in the head and he died 
from his injuries. 


M. Proust, who was Deputy from 


Niort, was born in that place March 
15, 1832, his 
father 
being a former 


Deputy. He entered journalism, trav 
eled extensively, and published a vol 
umc entitled 
"Round 
the 
World.' 


After opposing the Olivier Ministry 
at the beginning of the war with Ger- 
many in 1870, he accompanied the 
army of the Rhine as corresnondeni 
of the Temps. Returning to Paris aft 
er the capitulation of Sedan he became 
private secretary to Gambetta. 


In 1876 M. Proust was elected 
to 


the Chamber of Deputies from Niort 
and devoted his attention most exclu 
sively to foreign affairs and the fine 
arts. In 1881 he entered the Cabine 
presided over by Gambetta as Minis 
:er of Fine Arts, and retired with the 
Ministry in 1882, after 
which 
the 


Vlinistry of Fine Arts was suppressed. 
He continued to be a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, paying much at 
tention to all questions relating to the 
arts. 


In December, 1892, M. Proust was 


among the 
many Deputies compro 


mised in the great Panama Canal 
scandal, and was one of the five pros- 
ecuted 
by 
the 
government. This 


caused him to resign the position of 
French General Commissioner to the 
Chicago World's Fair, to which he 
had been appointed. He was tried bt 
fore the Assize court on the Panama 
charges, but was acauitted. 


Rosita Mauri was born 
in 
Reus, 


near Tarragon, France, in 1856. Her 
'ather was also a dancer. She made 
her debut when 10 years old in a Syr- 
an dance and soon 
attracted 
much 


attention by her talents and srrace. 
ier father continued to 
teach 
her 


until she was about 
14 years old. 


when he took her to Paris and i-.laced 


under the tuition of Mme. Domc- 


nique, then a famous 
teacher,

Last Bear Killed in This 
Section in 


the Year 1851—Mr. Holler's

Mr. N \V. Holler, ol Shopnrd, O., 


who until live yoars ago lived in this 
count}, hcnils the lollowins true bear 
.stoi\: 


My lather came to Newark in 181.1 


and killed some wild game of all kinds. 
1 well remember the last bear killed In 
Licking county, neai Newark. 


One day Irom five 
to seven 
men 


came over the hills Irom the north. 
'I he men were on horseback and ac- 
companied by hounds wnich were on 
the track ot Bruin. 
The 
bear was 


ahead ot the men about a halt hour, 
but the hounds were m closer pursuit. 


Father and 1 were in the clearing 


below and heard them coming. *'ath- 
ei nearly alwajs carried his gun with 
him and had it this time. He picked 
it up and ran up towards the bear a 
little ways to get a better range, and 
gave him a load ot lead, causing Mr. 
Bear to throw up his head and give a 
coarse growl, but he kept on running. 
We noticed him limp a little as though 
he had a briar in his toretoot. 
The 


hunters on horseback soon came along. 
They were Messrs. 
Seymour, Canon, 


Spence, McCadden and some others 
whose names 1 do not now recall 


Father told them what he had done, 


and one said, "Well, TJncle Joe, If you 
have marked him you will get a piece 
ot him, and don't you lorget it." So 
sure enough, when evening came a 
man on horseback rode np and lett a 
lorepart ol bear meat lor "Uncle Joe,' 
my lather. 


The men overtook the bear some 


tour miles east ol Newark. They 
lound him on a big lorked tree. 


So 1 helped to eat the last bear that 


was killed in Lacking county, sometime 
during the spring of 1851.
